SAW FALL OF FORT SUMTER. 


Capt. Jshn A. Bunker W h ile Aboard 
Coasting Schooner off Charleston 
Witnessed Battle. 


On an April day in 1861, while the 
puns of Moultrie and Castle Pinckney 
were thundering against the walls of 
!Port Sumter, there lay at anchor out­ 
side the harbor at Charleston, S. C., a 
coasting schooner. From its low-lying 
deck its officers and crew of half a 
dozen sailors watched the 
artillery 
duel that proved to be the opening 
scene in the Civil War. 
The schooner was the Pennsylvania, 
chartered by 
Boston 
shippers, 
and 
freighted with ice for Charleston. One 
of the crew that was thus privileged 
to be eyewitnesses of the first overt 
act of rebellion against the United 
States government, 
was 
John Allen 
Bunker, then aged 23, of Edgartown, 
Mass. 
“I was 23 years of age at the time 
serving before the mast in the coast­ 
ing trade. 
Our 
craft, 
which was 
schooner-rigged, was owned in Rock­ 
land, Me. 
Early in 
April. 1861, we 
sailed out of Boston, carrying 250 tons 
of ice consigned to parties in Charles­ 
ton, S. C. Of course we had heard for 
several months mutterings of impend­ 
ing trouble, and we knew that Maj. 
Anderson had 
transferred bis com­ 
mand from the shore fortifications to 
Fort Sumter and was holding 
for 
Uncle Sam, but I think not a soul on 
board the Pennsylvania, our schooner, 
realized the seriousness of the situa­ 
tion. I know I felt noshes!tation about 
making the trip. 
"After rounding Cape Cod we ran 
down the coast without special de­ 
lay, so far as I can remember, and 
in about five days, I should say, we 
were off Charleston, and headed for 
the channel leading to the city. 
"Fort Sumter was being bombard­ 
ed. 
We were four miles away but we 
could sec the flash of the guns In 
Moultrie and other shore fortifications. 
Over all hung a 
great 
volume of j 
smoke. 
‘’What did we do? 
Why there was 
but one thing for the captain to do— 
drop the anchor, and await the out­ 
come. 
It would have been suicidal to 
have attempted to run the gauntlet 
off that heavy crossfire. Yes, we were 
held up all right, and so through the 
afternoon we swung at 
anchor and

TWO OF VERY WORST WEEDS 


Horse Nettle and Buffalo Burr, Former 
Biennial and Latter Annual, 
Cause Much Damage. 


Many samples of horse nettle and 
buffalo burr have come to our office 
this 
summer. 
These 
two 
striking 
weeds are closely related, both being 
degenerate cousins of the potato. Both 
bear yellow flowers shaped like potato 
or tomato flowers, and both are spiny,

says Wallace’s Farmer. 
Here the re­ 
semblance ends, foi’ horse nettle is a 
biennial which spreads by strong un­ 
derground 
rootstocks, while 
buffalo 
burr is an annual that spreads only 
by seed. 
Horse nettle is one of our very 
wforst weeds, especially it* the south 
em half of our territory. To kill horse 
nettle, methods must be adopted as 
for Canada thistle and quack grass, 
which will smother out the pest. 
If 
the leaves are not kept continually 
cut off as fast as they appear above 
ground the plant 
will 
continually 
spread by its running rootstocks. 
We 
are sorry to report that this weed 
seems to have been spreading rapidly 
In Iowa and adjoining states this sea­ 
son. 
Buffalo burr is a western prairie 
weed which will not cause serious 
trouble where clean cultivation 
is

“Under his guidance we worked our 
way up the channel past the now si 
lent forts of the city. 
There all wa 
excitement. 
Nothing but tho victory 
gained by the South Carolina soldier? 
was talked about, and a Yankee sailor 
was not enthusiastically welcomed. 
‘T h a t port officers advised our cap­ 
tain to discharge bis cargo without de­ 
lay and get away while there was a 
chance. We took the hint and lost no 
time in acting upon it. 
In consider 
able less than forty-eight hours our 
cargo was hoisted out and we had said 
goodby’ to Charleston. 
“The next time I sailed to that port 
was about one year later, I should say, 
and then we carried stone instead of 
ice. 
You see, it was this 
way; 
The 
government 
did 
not 
have enough 
armed vessels to maintain an effec­ 
tive blockade of the 
long stretching 
Atlantic .seaboard, and it wag decided 
to obstruct the channels leading to 
c e r t a i n ports, of which Charleston was 
one, with sunken vessels Tin- govern 
Blent purchased sixteen ships that had 
been formerly employed in the whal­ 
ing business, picking them up in New 
London, Sag Harbor, Nantucket and 
New Bedford. 
“These sunken hulls formed only a 
temporary obstruction, of course, for 
the constant shifting of the sand on 
tin? bar, and the action of the waves 
would eventually cause them to break 
up 4nd wash away, but I reckon they 
served the purpose intended at the 
time.A

THRESH GRAIN WHILE 
DAMP 


Practice Is Always Expensive and Fre­ 
quent! y Cause cf Serious Loss— 
Bricks Absorb Moisture. 


It is a s< rious mintage 
to 
thresh 
grain wet or even damp, because tho 
proposition of making if remarketabla 
is always expensive and is frequently 
tile cause of serious ions. 
The farm­ 
er who is compelled, from any cause, 
to thresh his grain when wet should 
lose no time in taking immediate Caro 
of it. 
A few dry bricks thrown into the 
grain as it is put into the bins will ab­ 
sorb large quantities of moisture, says 
a writer in the 
Farm 
and 
Home. 
Slicks of vety dry stove wood will an­ 
swer the same purpose. 
A dry cedar 
post or sticks of cordwood from pop­ 
lar, basswood or jack pine trees will 
absorb their weight in moisture from 
a bin of damp grain. 
Burlap or jute 
sacks filled with dry chaff and buried 
in a bin of damp grain will absorb 
moisture readily 
and 
also 
provide 
space for air. 
I have used them with 
excellent success. 
Those simple and inexpensive meth­ 
ods of protecting wet. grain are prac­ 
tical and are much 
more 
desirable 
than shoveling it over day after day 
to keep it from heating. Grain that 
gets hot in the bin is worthless for 
seed. 
Musty wheat is no good for 
flour and should not be sold or used 
for that purpose. 


Concrete as Corn Saver. 
A good way to make a start with 
the use of cement on the farm is to 
build a concrete feeding floor 
for 
hogs. 
If every farm could have 
a 
good feeding floor of some kind, it 
would mean the saving of many bush­ 
els of the corn crop.

The town of Van Horn is in a val­ 
ley surrounded by mountains in all 
shapes and forms but hardly ever 
look the same; every time you look 
at them they appear different; not a 
tree to be seen en them; they look 
only a short distance from town, but 
they tell me they are quite away off. 
There are about five hundred people 
here, mostly ranchmen. 
They have 
their homes in town; some nice homes 
here. They tell me they celebrate 
everything with a dance. There is 
one business street; the streets here 
are very wide to what they are at 
home. 
This is not a local option 
town. 
There are a great many Mexi­ 
cans here; cannot hardly get white 
men, all Mexican laborers. This is a 
fine cattle country, pastures are good, 
now having had good rains, some­ 
thing needed, 
as 
this will 
insure 
fine spring 
pastures. 
They 
don’t 
usually have rains this time of year, 
so the cattle men are very 
much 
pleased over prospects of winter pas­ 
tures. This country is rich as a min­ 
ing district. There is the hazel mine 
14 miles north of Van Horn and a 
rich turquoise mine about 4 miles; 
also there is a fine marble and sand­ 
stone mine near here. They are build­ 
ing the courthouse of red sandstone. 
it is very pretty. 
Then there is a 
mica mine near here. The hazel mine 
has been in litigation several years, 
but everything being settled they are 
pumping the water out to go to work. 
They say they are rich in silver and 
gold ore. 
’Phe courthouse will cost 
when completed, about $4,000. 
We met Mr. and Mrs. J . T. W atson 
the first Sunday we were housekeep­ 
ing. They came to see us and we were 
glad to see some one from 
home. 
They are the telephone people here 
and doing well. Mr. W atson owns 
lots of land. 
There is a Woodmarf Circle and 
Eastern S ta r and several kinds of 
clubs here. 
The paper is called The 
Van Horn 
Advocate; 
Mr. 
Burnie 
Mullane is editor and owner. 
The climate here is delightful. We 
have had fire only one day and this is 
October the 7th; nights cool and days 
pleasant. 
The 
only 
disagreeable 
thing is the sand storm s in spring. 
Mr. W atson told of a man he heard 
of asking another man how far it was 
to the mountains, and he was told 
hklf a mile: so the fellow said he be­ 
lieved he would go hunting and he 
walked until afternoon, then he s ta rt­ 
ed back and came to a little stream. 
Another fellow came along and asked 
him what he was doing. He told him 
he was taking off his shoes to wade 
that creek. 
“ W hy%” the fellow says, 
•‘you can step across th a t.” 
“ N o ,” 
he said, ‘‘you c a n ’t fool me: a fellow 
told me this morning it was only half 
a mile to th at m ountain and I have 
nearly all day and it seems as fa r on 
as it did this m orning.” The country 
is very deceiving. 
There are 
hot 
springs out here, 12 or 14 miles away, 
a hotel and bath house. The water is 
so hot that you can hardly touch the 
pipe it comes through. We can see 
the headlight on the trains at night 
thirty railes ort as they come from 
Fort W orth. If I have written too 
much please excuse me, as this is new 
to me to try to write for a paper.

STRANGE CIVIL WAR INCIDENT 


Negro With Piece of Spent Ball In 
Head Ie Restored to Conecioaenese 
by Surgical Operation. 


After the battle of Bull Run, when 
the whole country was holding up IU 
hands in dismay and breathing hard 
in the realization that the war was 
not, after alb to be a picnic for the 
northern troops, I, together with many 
other doctors and surgeons, rushed 
into Washington from distant cities, 
writes G. Gulfing Wilcox in the New 
Orleans Tim es-Democrat 
I was taken, one dark, rainy night 
by an affable old negro woman to ber 
cabin, in the outskirts of the city. 
She came to me in tears: 
“Doc- 
tah, I des wight yoh come an’ see my 
Samson. 
He ’pears mons’ous curious, 
an* he acts des like he ’stracted.” 
At her cabin I found her son, a tre­ 
mendous fellow, as black as a coal 
and evidently an athlete, with no o r t 
dence of a wound npon his body, but 
with a tendency to bear off to one side 
as he walked, an apparent inability to 
talk, and possessed of a persistent ef­ 
fort to march and keep time to mar­ 
tial music, which he could not do. 
Aunt Hannah told me that her son 
bad always been strong and health}', 
and that when he left Washington 
with the army he was perfectly sound 
and “des like de res’ of de folks; but 
dey foteh him back to his po’ ole 
mammy des like yoh se him, doctah, 
an’ I des skeered plumb 
outer 
my 
senses, dat I is.” 
I examined Samson carefully and 
could find not the slightest thing the 
matter with him, and half believed 
that he was shamming. 
The room was whitewashed and I 
noticed a streak entirely around 
it 
that was so evenly drawn that it at­ 
tracted my attention, but in the stir­ 
ring events of those days I really paid 
scant heed to so trifling a case as 
Samson’s, and so apparently trivial an 
indication as was that level streak on 
the wail. 
I spent several years in Paris and 
in Germany after the war, and it was 
not until 1886 that I was back in 
Washington.
